Housing  Act  1969 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  25th  August  1969.  Amongst  other  matters 
it  gives  local  authorities  powers  to  cause  predominantly  residential  areas 
in  their  districts  to  be  defined  and  declejred  general  improvement  areas, 
in  which  to  secure  the  improvement  of  the  amenities  of  the  area  or  of  the 
dwellings  therein  or  both.  As  an  incentive,  both  in  improvement  areas  and 
otherwise,  the  Act  increases  grant  aid  to  owners  and  "the  ca.se  of  houses 
in  improvement  areas  which  were  not  voluntarily  improved,  the  local  authority 
have  powers  (subject  to  Ministry  approval)  to  purchase  and  improve  the  houses 
themselves. 

The  standard  of  fitness  laid  down  under  Section  4  of  the  Housing  Act  1957 
has  been  amended  to  now  include  as  a  matter  to  be  taken  into  account 
"internal  arrangement"  but  has  deleted  the  necessity  to  have  a  place  for 
storage  of  food.  The  Act  also  adds  to  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957 
in  that  the  local  authority  are  now  given  power  to  require  the  repair  of 
houses  which  are  not  3'^et  unfit.  Previously,  legislation  has  dealt  only 
with  works  required  to  make  imfit  houses  fit  for  human  habitation.  The 
new  power  may  be  used  where  substantial  repairs  are  needed  to  bring  the 
house  up  to  a  reasonable  standard,  having  regard  to  its  age,  character  and 
locality.  The  Ministry  regard  it  as  an  essential  instrument  in  the  fur¬ 
therance  of  policies  to  save  these  older  houses  which  are  worth  saving, 
and  to  ensure  that  houses  improved  with  the  help  of  public  money  do  not 
sink  into  unfitness  through  lack  of  repair.

POULTRY  PROCESSIN&  PRMaSES 

There  is  only  one  place  in  the  district  where  processing  of  any  significance 
takes  place,  killing  at  Easter  and  Christmas,  approximately  1,200  birds;  the 
others  are  associated  with  mixed  farming  activities  where  poultry  is  not  the 
main  business  but  a  few  are  kept  and  killed  on  a  seasonal  basis. 

The  Slaughter  of  Pouj-try  Act,  19^7,  comes  into  force  on  the  1st  January  1970. 
At  present  the  Act  will  extend  only  to  turkeys  and  domestic  fowl  and  provides 
that  turkeys  and  domestic  fowl  slaughtered  for  the  purpose  of  preparation  for 
sale  for  human  consiunption  shall  bo  either  slaughtered  instantaneously  (by 
decapitation  or  f'.i-:loc,oti  on  of  the  neck)  or  stunned  by  means  of  an  instrimient 
which  passes  an  f.Lor.t-.LO  cavicnt  through  the  brain  of  the  bird  sufficient  to 
render  the  bird  :.i'.stro.itaneou3ly  insensible  to  pain.  There  is  a  duty  under  the 
Act  to  maintain  a  register  of  all  premises  where  turkeys  and  domestic  fowls 
are  stunned  before  slaughter.  The  Minister  hopes  in  early  1970  to  introduce 
regulations  under  the  Act  to  secure  humane  conditions  and  practices  in  con¬ 
nection  with  poultry  slaughter.
